days. As a side statement .Mr. Con- 
way says he has reached the superla- 
tive speed of iiri,0-!o words fur one 
hour, a hiu'h water mark of l.Ubl 
.words a minute or eighteen a second. 


Mr. Comvay is no (.rank seeking no- 


toriety. He simply says that nature 
has endowed him with a gift \\hich 
has been cultivated. His duties in the 
office are, in the-main, to call off bank 
checks, payrolls, bills of lading and 
the hundreds of documents that must 
be checked over by the auditor's clerks. 
When this work was assigned to the 
young man he resolved to make a spe- 
cialty of the work.

been pledged by individual Episcopa- 
lians throughout the country. 


The cathedral is expected to be in 


the popular mind the leading church 
of the faith and the national home of 
its adherents. 


SHELL TO STUPEFY ARMIES. 


Scientist In-rcnts a Gun 


A Hungarian scientist has invented 


a shell which on burstiim liberates a 
gas warranted to stupefy 
all who 


breathe it, says a Vienna dispatch to 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger.

John Fasel. the "human ostrich" of 


Williamsburg, a district of Brooklyn, 
recently gave up enough junk to start 
a secondhand hardware store, says 
the Hew York Journal. He was oper- 
ated upon for a second time at the 
Gorman hospital. 


Fasel is twenty-three years old. As 


a tailor he failed to make ejiough 
money to meet his modest needs, and 
he determined to do .something that by 
its seemiiig impossibility would be- 
come tallied about and insure a better 
income. lit- became a "human ostrich." 


At the eml of fourteen weeks he was 


compelled i-> go to St. John's hospital, 
in Brooklyn. To the doctors there he 
complained of pain and told them what 
he had been doing. The surgeons were 
incredulous, but an X raj' on the stom- 
ach showed a mass of foreign material 
that made them conclude that an oper- 
ation wan necessary. An incision four 
inches in 
length was 
made, 
and 


through it was taken a collection of 
nails, 
chains, pins, 
needles, brass 


chocks, a watch and several other arti- 
cles, 
weighing 
altogether 
several 


pounds. 


As soon as he had recovered Fasel 


began again the strange career that he 
had mapj:ed out for himself. He be- 
came violently ill the other night and 
was removed to the German hospital. 
House Surgeon G. C. 1'ohe performed 
the operation. An incision four inches 
long was made and gently as possible 
the stomach was probed. 


The probe struck something metallic, 


and one of the surgeons put his hand 
into the stomach and drew out a key 
and watch chain. Again and again the 
hand was gently inserted into the 
wound, and again and again brought 
forth articles such as never before, ex- 
cept perhaps in Fasel's former opera- 
tion, had been brought from the stom- 
ach of a living person.

liver since the twenties of the last 


centuries, ho\\ ever, a lightship has 
been maintained six or seven miles 
from shore. 
Although held by mush- 


room anchors weighing 5,000 pounds, 
the lightship has frequently been driv- 
en away from its moorings by the 
winter gales. 
On one occasion in 1'JOO 


the lightship was adrift three days. 
Two lightships relieve each other at 
the station, one being kept in readi- 
ness should the other go adrift. 


The United States having abandoned 


the idea of building a lighthouse. Cap- 
tain Albert F. Eells of Boston has pro- 
posed a plan, which the government 
experts have approved, and he will 
construct at his own expense a light- 
house and fog signal on Outer Dia- 
mond shoal. 


Captain Eells' plan is to build at 


Newport News. Va., a big steel diving 
bell, which will aot only be hollow in 
the middle, but will have hollow sides. 
This big bell will be seventy feet in 
diameter at the bottom and taper up to 
twenty-nine feet at the top. The inner 
and outer sides of the bell will be 
made of steel plates, and the space be- 
tween them will be water tight. Enough 
stone and cement will be dropped in 
the lower part of this space to cause 
the big bell to float upright, with its 
top sticking out of the water. It will 
then be towed to Outer Diamond shoal 
and anchored in thirty feet of water 
over the spot where the lighthouse is 
to be built. 


Then the hollow sides will be filled 


with rock and cement until the bell 
sinks to the bottom, driving its lower 
edges into the sand. The water will 
be pumped out of the center, and the 
bell will then become a caisson, which 
will be kept free from water by com- 
pressed air. After the sand is removed 
down to the lower edge of the bell ten 
layers of masonry will be laid in the

bottom and this solid mass fastened 
by steel crossbeams to the sides of 
the bell. On top of this the hollow in- 
side will be filled with masonry and 
concrete to a point about twenty feet 
above water. As it hardens the whole 
will become an immense artificial 
stone weighing about -U.UOO tons. On 
this foundation the superstructure will 
be built. 


Above the foundation is to be erected 


a circular steel structure twenty-five 
feet in diameter and thirty-live feet 
high, divided into two stories. 
This 


will provide quarters for the light- 
house keepers and also for a small life 
sa\ing crew. 
Oi. top of this will be 


another tubular steel structure of suf- 
ficient diameter to contain a spiral 
stairway, which will be used to reach 
the light, not less than 2uO feet above 
mean low water. 


Hitherto the government has been 


unable to maintain a life saving serv- 
ice on the Diamond shoals. 


These v..hiftins sand bars afforded no 


place for a life saving station to be 
\niilt. Life sav«TS on the mainland are 
too far away to render any aid to ves- 
sels driven on the bars. 


Captain Kells' agreement with the 


government provides that he shall con- 
struct and maintain the lighthouse at 
his own expense for twelve months. 
For four years thereafter it shall be 
maintained by the lichthouse board, 
and at the end of five years, if the 
chief engineer of the army shall certi- 
fy that it is a pormnnent structure and 
suitable for the purpose, Captain Eells

PANAMA CANAL ROUTE WORK 


furl Grnimky Sav» Mnfliinery Will

KJ, m'-iiihir of the l';ti :':i:a caual com- 
mK-ioi'. \\liich recently arrived at New 
York trom the isthmu-. thus described 
to a New York Tribu'>e reporter the 
visit of the commission to the isthmus: 


"It was .--imply a tear of inspection 


that each of the members of the com- 
mission might become fauiiliar with 
(Uie physical conditions of the canal 
route. It should be underwood that the 
route of the French c.uial is scarred all 
the way across the i.-thmus, and 
though there is a grov. th of green over 
many stretches that have been long 
neglected, the pioneer work, that of re- 


growth, has been accomplished. 


"By reason of the f.ii t that the rail- 


road parallels the canal route' it was 
possible to traverse much of the course 
by sticking to the railroad. Side trips 
of exploration of streams were made 
in canoes, and at times all the mem- 
bers of the commission walked. 


"Probably six to se\ en hundred men 


are at work, chiefly on the Culebra cut. 
where all that is done will count for 
progress, whatever plan as to the level 
of the canal summit may be adopted 
by the commission. 1 was agreeably 
surprised by the climate and indica- 
tions as to healthfuliu'ss. The sun's 
rays are now nearly vertical on the 
isthmus, but the heat was not oppres- 
she. There is very little sickness, and 
when proper plans are perfected for 
the disposition of debris, sanitation 
and pure water supply I believe the 
work ou the canal can be prosecuted 
with a very low mortality. Of course 
the conditions cannot he so favorable 
as in a more northern latitude, and for 
that reason undoubtedly contractors or 
the commission will employ all the ma- 
chinery that can be made effective and 
reduce the number of men to the mini- 
mum. 


'•The Work on the canal will begin as 


quickly as possible and will be pushed 
at all seasons of the year, though of 
course the dry season will permit the 
largest measure of accomplishment. 
Construction work involving the con- 
trol of the Chagres river may be un- 
avoidably suspended during the wet 
season." 


SEOUL PAST AND PRESENT. 


I'ietureaqne Site of the Capital of 


Korea. 


Seoul, the capital of Korea, is a 


waited city of nearly a quarter of a 
million inhabitants, about a third of 
whom live in extensive extra mural 
suburbs, says H. G. Pontiug in Har- 
per's Weekly. The wall is pierced by 
eight gateways of massive stone, each 
with a pagoda shaped tower of one or 
two stories above it. The nearest of 
these to the railway station is the west 
gate, "the Gate of Bright Amiability," 
and it is by this portal that almost ev- 
ery visitor enters the capital of the 
Hermit Kingdom. The name of the 
city, by the way. is pronounced pre- 
cisely as we would pronounce the fe- 
male pig, with tin 1 added—i. e., Sowl. 
I have never heard a Korean pro- 
nounce the name in any other way. 


The word means "capital," nothing 


more. Hut if there is small beauty or 
originality about the name of the city 
there is great beauty in its location, 
for anything more strikingly pictur- 
esque than the site of the Korean me- 
tropolis would indeed, be difficult to 
find. The city stands in a little valley 
almost surrounded by rugged, corru- 
gated peaks. High along the top of 
this mountain ridge runs the city wall. 
Deep into the gullies it dips, rising 
now atid again to scale the steepest 
slopes and crown the summits of the 
loftiest pinnacles. Inclosed within this 
snakelike barrier is such a strange 
contrast between wretched hovels and 
splendid palaces, purposeless 
loafers 


and hurrying crowds, broad streets 
and labyrinthine alleys, spotless clean- 
liness and unspeakable filth, as I doubt 
could be equaled elsewhere on earth. 


Along several of the main streets are 


trolley lines, and every few minutes a 
modern American electric ear whirls 
past us, well patronized with Koreans, 
both men and women. 


Seoul of the past is fast becoming 


extinct. A modern red brick building, 
headquarters of an electric company, 
rises in the cent"r of the town, and 
from its tower .stately churches and 
legation buildinys can be seen tower- 
ing above the squat houses of the na- 
tives.

LOST CZAR'S FAVOR. 


WHY VICEROY ALEXEIEFFS STAR IS 


ON THE WAKE. 


Held Jlexpoiisible For the Disatiters

The retirement of Vice Admiral 


Alexeieft' as viceroy of the czar in east- 
ern Asia may be taken to mean that he 
has at last lost the confidence of his 
royal master. 
The rapid decline of 


the viceroy as an important factor li< 
Russian affairs in the far east since 
the war began reached a climax when

succeed Makaroff as commander of 
the navy in the Pacific. 


Admiral Skrydloff is one of Alexe- 


ieff's strongest enemies and sharpest 
critics and has not hesitated to charge 
the latter with responsibility for the 
disasters to the Pacific squadron by 
his division of the fleet which segre- 
gated four powerful cruisers, three of 
them armored, at Vladivostok and sta- 
tioned the Variag and Korietz at Che- 
mulpo. The cause of the enemity be- 
tweeu Skrydloff and Alexeieff, how-

ever, is believed to be deeper than a 
mere difference ot" opinion as to the na- 
val policy pursued in the east. 


Alexeieff has been the leader of the 


war party in Ktissia. which had set 
its heart on annexing Manchuria. Last 
Axigtist a viceroyalty in the far east, 
a special secretary of state and an ad- 
visory board were created, Alexeieff 
being appointed viceroy and Bezobra- 
zoff secretary of state. It was through 
these officials that the czar conducted 
negotiations with Japan, and it is 
claimed that they left him in ignorance 
of the preparations for war which Ja- 
pan was making- and used their influ- 
ence to bring about the clash. 


Alexeieff had the confidence of the 


czar until the first attack on Port Ar 
thur, when the lack of preparedness of 
the fleet was made apparent. 
Since 


then Alexeieff's star has been on the 
wane. 


By withdrawing from the viceroyal- 


ty Alexeieff not only loses the dignified 
position of direct representative of the

czar, biit also a salary of S5G.OOO and 
an allowance of §25.000 more. 
With 


his retirement, too. none of the men 
responsible for the policy pursued be- 
fore the war will be in power, M. Be- 
KObrazoff having already lost the con- 
fidence of Nicholas II 


It is said that when the czar learn- 


ed of the blowing up of the Petro- 
pavlovsk he wept and, referring to 
Alexeieff, said, ''That man brings us 
nothing but bad luck," and was with 
difficulty restrained from removing the 
viceroy then and there. 


Vice Admiral Skrydloff is one of the 


most popular officers of the navy and 
long ago won a reputation for bravery. 
As a junior officer ho first distinguish- 
ed himself in the Turkish campaign 
of lJ-i77. when he attempted to torpedo 
a Turkish man-of-war with an im- 
provised torpedo boat. 
He .was un- 


successful 
and 
received 
a severe 


wound, but was rewarded for his 
bravery with the St George cross. 


Since then he has seen much service, 


and his determination and pertinacity 
as a fighter have made him known 
throughout the service as the "bulldog 
of the navy.'' During the troubles in 
Crete he was in command of the Medi- 
teiranean squadron and was con.mend- 
ed by the czar for his services. Sub- 
sequently he commanded the Pacific 
fleet for three years. lie rose to the 
rank of v.'ce admiral in 1000 and last 
year was assigned to command the 
Black sea fleet and ports. 


Admiral Skrydloff is married to a 


Jewess, and the number of prominent 
Jews who were on hand to greet him 
on his leave taking at St. Petersburg 
wne especially noticeable.

CLOTHES AND THE MOTH. 


Plan* For Keepinc Winter Garment* 


Suf«? Tliruu^U the Suuiuifr. 


The most effectual way to render a 


Louse moth proof is to j:ive it each re- 
curring spring and fall a j_-eueral and 
thorough cleaning. 
One of the arch 


enemies of the moth is cleanliness. An- 
other is light. 
This ;>est. like all evil 


doers, loves dark haunts and dirt and 
hates the sunlight, says a writer in 
Good Housekeeping. 


To the possessor of a cedar chest or 


wardrobe the task of .storing clothing 
is a comparatively easy one. 


Moth balls are considered by many 


to be adequate protection if dropped 
among stored articles. 15ut on account

to garments long after unpacking their 
use becomes objectionable. 


All fur garments, rugs and the like 


should be safely stored before there 
has been heat enough to transform the 
chrysalid into the winged insect. The 
preliminary sti*» in putting away furs 
for the summer is to give them a thor- 
ough combing with a dressing comb, 
thereby dislodging any possible torpid 
worm or eggs. Then after beating well 
and airing sprinkle freely with pulver- 
ized gum camphor, cedar dust, tobacco 
leaves or anything else highly aromat- 
ic, and dispose of the furs in paper 
Hour sacks of ample size. 


L>o not tie the openings of the sacks. 


but instead turn the edges over and 
paste them down with a strip of mus- 
lin. When flour sacks are not obtain- 
able make sacks of newspapers, past- 
ing, not sewing, the edges together. 
Printers' ink is said to be peculiarly 
obnoxious to moths and other insects. 


Blankets may be safely stored in 


such receptacles provided always the 
blankets are clean. Indeed too much 
stress cannot be laid upon the necessi- 
ty for having all stored articles scrupu- 
lously clean. 


The oil of cedar is said to be a sure 


preventive 
against 
the 
ravages of 


moths. As to oil stains, care must be 
taken that it does not come in contact 
with clothing. To use it, saturate balls 
of cotton wadding and drop them in 
tightly closed boxes and trunks.
